Delhi, India, Dec. 13.—In the pres­ 
ence of 100,000 persons, representing 
some 300,(KM),000 su bjects, 150 native 
ru lers knelt in homage to the head of 
the alien hou se of Hanover and Saxe 
Cobu rg, and India'» vessalage to Great 
Britain was again formally proclaimed 
to the world. 
Amid scenes of barbaric pomp and 
magnificence, u nequ aled in tho history 
of India, In the great arena where 
Qu een Victoria was proclaimed em­ 
press by Viceroy Lord Lytton in 1877, 
and where King 
Edward 
was pro­ 
claimed by Viceroy Lord (Mirzon in 
1903, King George V,—the first reign­ 
ing soveereign to visit the far east 
annou nced his own su ccession to the 
Imperial throne. 
So pleased was King George with 
his reception here that he annou nced 
the removal of the capital of India 
from Calcu tta to Delhi. 
The fact that every week more than 
6,000 natives are dying from plagu e, 
that hu ndreds of thou sand* are on the 
verge of starvation, and that the Hplrlt 
or sedition abroad in the land Is re­ 
pressed only by England’s strong dis­ 
play of force was apparently forgot­ 
ten for the moment. 
The booming of an imperial Balu to 
annou nced the approach 
of the em­ 
peror and empress The royal carriage 
drawn by fou r magnificent horses was 
almost hidden from view by the gayly 
caparisoned escort. 
Carriage after carriage 
with mem­ 
bers of the su ite followed the imperial 
pair. The gu ard presented arms and 
the bands bu rst Into tin* royal anthem. 
The combined processions proceeded 
slowly to the great central tent where 
their majesties stood to receive hom­ 
age and congratu lations of the govern­ 
or« , ru ling princes 
and 
other repre­ 
sentative of British India. 
When 
tills 
gorgeou sly 
u niformed 
line had filed past 
I lie 
Imperial and 
vice-regal par'les appeared before the 
theater. 
When they took their seats 
on the crimson dais the strains of the 
national anthem were heart! and the 
people arose a« one poison and stood 
in profou nd silence. 
It was a pretty grou p arou nd the 
fou r thrones of the emperor, the em­ 
press, the viceroy 
and 
vicereine, at 
the back of which the 
imperial and 
viceregal staffs and (tie imperial cadet 
corps, and eeion» of princely families, 
formed In rank. 
The first formal act < f the ceremony 
was performed by tin* foreign score 
tary, who advanced to the dais and 
asked permission of the emperor to 
open the du rbar. At bln signal a long 
roll from the dru ms and a thrilling 
call from the bu gles wore sou nded, 
followed by a 
triu mphant 
peal of 
mu sic from the hands. 
Then a note 
from tin- heralds’ i.lv<r tru mpets rang 
over the plain. 
Then Brigadier General Payton, ap­ 
pointed "Delhi herald of arms extra 
ordinary" for the 
occasion, 
stepped 
forward in all his glory of heraldic 
tabard and trappings and amid dead 
silence read the king’s imperial proc­ 
lamation. 
At the 
conclu sion of Ida 
task he swu ng his plu med hat In Hu - 
air and called for cheers for Hi« king 
emperor, a demand which was readily 
compiled with by the complaisant as 
fiemldage, and while the troops came 
to the royal salu te, 
the "lions and 
leopards of England"- the royal stan­ 
dard 
was u nfu rled and 
the artillery 
f i r e d a salu te of 101 gu ns. 
The king then read a short speech, 
which was 
promptly 
translated Into 
Hindu stani try 
an 
alert interpreter, 
and after another fanfare the native 
ru lers advanced 
to 
render homage. 
Preceded Itv Viceroy Lord Harding, the 
Nizam of Hahb-rbad as
